HELP THE LITTLE PIGS 
DODGE CHOLERA GERMS 


We do not like to take a pessimis­ 


tic view of things, but we are some­ 


what fearful of another bad year 


from hog cholera. The conditions 


thus far have been ideal for the per- 


peuation of the disease. 
In many 
states, notably Iowa, hog cholera 


was present in every part of the 


Mate during the year 1913. The con­ 


tinued mild weather has caused the 


disease to remain in practically every 
section. Unless we have a consider­ 
able amount of real cold weather 
during the next few w eek s the chan­ 


c e s are that the hog cholera in most 


sections will be waiting for the new 


pig crop. 


W e know that the younger pigs 


are susceptible to the 
disease and 


that it is very fatal to these little 


fellows. This being true, every farm ­ 


er should use every means of clean­ 
ing up his infected pens and yards 


before the new crop arirves. Thorou­ 


ghly clean out all of the pens and 


yards. Take out every bit of manure 


and 
refuse. 
The 
pens 
should 
be 
thoroughly disinfected. 
Use some ot 


the coal tar dips or plenty of good 


stock lime. Be sure and use enough 


to do a good job. If the yards are 


not sheltered the sunshine will do 
the work. There is no better agent 


to destory germs than plenty of sun­ 


shine. 


A fter the pigs are weaned from 


their mothers about three weeks give 


them the double treatment; that is 
the virus and serum. This the best 
time to do this work, because the 


pigs are light, thus easily handled. 
And it takes but a small amount of 


serum, 
thus 
greatly 
reducing 
the 


cost. Be sure and get the real serum 
and virus. In most states it will be 


possible to get the serum only from 


your state 
plant. 
In 
Iow a 
many 


farmers are already ordering their 
serm for next summer’s use. They 
place the order, pay their money, 
and the serum is made and stored 


for them, awaiting their call. This is 


real 
good 
insurance 
and 
should 


especially appeal to the breeders of 


pure-bred swine. 
W e believe that the time will come 
when farmers will vaccinate their 


hogs just the same as they now in­ 
sure their buildings. They will not 


wait for the tíre or disease, but be 


ready 
to 
guard 
against 
trouble. 


Every 
breeder 
of pure-bred 
hogs 


should do this now. I f the prevailing 


high prices continue for pork the 


average farm er can well afford to 


treat his market animals the same 


way.

too, they restrict grazing to certain 
areas and serve either to protect 


some grazing grounds or to secure 


a complete utilization of the forage 


on others. 


The drift fences are not enclo­ 


su re s but generally extend for iong 


distances across the country, much 
like 
the 
“ drift 
fences,” 
or 
snow 


fences along railroad rights of way. 


The 
railroad fences, however, take 


their name from the fact that they 


-erve to pile the wind-blown snow 


to the windward side of the track, 


so it will not settle in the cuts and 


impede traffic. The drift fences for 


stock keep the animals from going 


in certain directions, or “ drifting,” 


to use a cattleman's expression, or 


restrict them to specified areas for 


the winter and to others for the 


summer.

anapolis today to consult architects 
concerning plans for a new school 
building which will likely be erected 
here in 
time for 
the 
opening of 


school next fall to make ample room 
for all the school children. 


All phases of the situation were 


to be gone over with the .architects, 
such as the feasibility of placing an 
auditorium and a gymnasium in the 
new building'. 
Architects who have 


been drawing plans for school build- 
ings were to be seen so as to get at 
the latest methods in the erection of 
school houses. 


There is little doubt but that the 


structure will be erected because it 
seems to be the only solution to the 
problem which now 
confronts 
the 


school board; 
doing away with the 


crowded 
condition 
in 
the public 


schools. 


Because of the lack 
of space, a 


room in the Graham building used by 
Miss Henrietta Coleman. supervisor 
of drawing. and Miss Helen Scott. 
supervisor ot' music, had to be vaca- 
ted by them to make room for .Miss 
Cassady, who. together with twenty- 
four pupils, was 
transferred 
from 


the Jackson building- to the Graham 
building to 
relievo 
the 
congested 


condition and to make room for Miss 
.Smith, who was hired for the Jack-: 
sou building. Then 
fifteen 
pupils 


were transferred from the Havens 
building: to the Jackson. 


The Graham building: is now with- 


out a music or drawing- room. There 
should be one, the school board says, 
so that rooms would not have to be 
disturbed when this recitation takes 
place. 
The need for more room is 


all the more imperative because of 
the growing: demand for 
increased 


s;v.\ce for the manual training and 
domestic science departments. 


The school has 
a large 
sinking 


fund on hand so that the proposed 
improvement could be made without 
the issuance of bonds or the raising 
of t"he tax levy. Tile school lax levy 
was decreased ten cents last year. 
It costs 
no less to

school revenue. 


A definite decision will have to be

HELP THE LITTLE PIGS 


DODGE CHOLERA GERMS 


We do not like to take a pessimis- 


tic view of things, hut we are some- 
what fearful of another bad year 
from hog' cholera. The conditions 
tints far have been ideal for the per- 
peuation of the disease. 
In many 


states, notably Iowa, hog cholera 
was present in every part of the 
state during the year 1913. The con- 
tinued mild weather has caused the 
disease to remain in practically every 
section. Unless we have a consider- 
able amount of real cold weather 
during the next few weeks the chan- 
ces are that the hog cholera in most 
sections will be waiting for the new 
)ig crop. 


We know that the younger pig* 


are susceptible to the 
disease and 


that it is very fatal to these little 
fellows. This being true, every farm- 
er should use every means of clean- 
ing up his infected pens and yards 
before the new crop arirves. Thorou- 
ghly clean out all of the pens and 
yards. Take out every bit of manure 
and refuse. The pens should be 
thoroughly disinfected. Use some oi 
the coal tar dips or plenty of gooi 
stock lime. Be sure and use enougl 
to do a good job. If the yards art 
not sheltered the sunshine will do 
the work. There is no better agent 
to destory germs than plenty of sun- 
shine. 


After the pigs are weaned from 


heir mothers about three weeks give 
hem the double treatment; that is 
he virus and seruin. This the best 
time to do this work, because the 
)igs are light, thus easily handled. 
And it takes but a small amount ol 
serum, thus greatly reducing the 
;o.st. -Be sure and get the real serum 
and virus. In most states it will be 
possible to get the serum only from 
your state plant. 
In Iowa 
many 


farmers are already ordering tlieu 
serin for next summer's nse. Thej 
place the order, pay their money 
and the serum is made and storec 
for them, awaiting their call. This i*

Ihe government on this forest to 
protect the water supply of the city 
of St. George from contamination 
by forest range cattle. This, with 
other stretches of substantial wire 
fence in connection with- rocky led- 
ges, which are equally good barriers 
against stock, makes the .southern 
boundary of one of the divisions of 
this forest stock proof, except at 
certain established gateways. Dur- 
ing the coming year sixteen miles of 
fence is to be built across the north- 
ern part of this division. This will 
distinctly 
separate 
the 
northern 


range from that to the south, which 
is on an average some 3,000 feet 
higher and will be used exclusively 
as summer range. By keeping the 


the cost is borne by the government. 
In other areas where the benefits to 
stockmen have been shown they are 
built in cooperation with the cattle 
owners, who pay a large part of the 
expense 
or 
furnish 
the 
labor. 


Throughout the national forest stat- 
es there are cattle and sheep own- 
ers' 
associations 
which represent 


individuals who graze their flocks 
and herds upon the national forests. 
All differences which arise between 
the forest officers and the individual 
owners are submitted to the advis- 
ory boards of these 
associations, 


and 
they 
are 
therefore 
clearing 


houses for the settlement of any 
difficulties which may need adjust- 
ment. According to the officials of 
the service, these assoript'Oiv have 
practically eliminated controversies, 
arid the officers who administer them 
are in perfect accord with the poli- 
cies of the government. One of the

tried to force a bank with which state 
funds were deposited to get its bond 
from the United States Fidelity and 
Guarantee company, with which he 
was connected. 


It also is understood that he testi 


fied that he did not know that Charles 
F. Murphy, jr., was an agent for that 
company. It has developed that the 
district attorney had 'gained posses 
sion of a letter which left no doubt 
that Kennedy had not told the truth 
with respect to either of these mat- 
ters. 


That Kennedy's counsel in Buffalo 


knew this and imparted the informa- 
tion to Kennedy is believed here. An 
assistant district attorney gave: the 
information to Kennedy's counsel with 
the consent of Mr. Whitman. It is be- 
lieved that the prospect of denying 
his previous testimony or being in- 
dicted for perjury caused Kennedy to 
break down under a nervous strain.

Meyers firm of this city will furnish 
the plaster. Because of these dona- 
tions, tlie state will retain most of 
tlie 
.$75,000 
appropriations

furnishings and for beautifying the 
grounds.

a clubhouse, two stories high. It 
will be forty by sixty feet. The first 
floor will be Bedford stone and the 
second stone, and wood. There will 
be a lile root'.

POTOMAC DRIFTING TO 
CERTAIN DESTRUCTION 


Naval Tug Caught In the Crush- 


ing Ice, 


Washington, Feb. 17.—Reports that 


Chief Boatswain Wilkinson and crew 
of thirty-five men had abandoned the 
naval tug Potomac in the ice otf the 
coast of Newfoundland, have not been 
confirmed by any official dispatch re- 
ceived here. It is assumed at the navy 
department, however, that the unoffi- 
cial report is correct, as Wilkinson 
indicated in a telegram Saturday that 
abandonment of the tug would be prou- 
bably necessary in a. few days. 
He 


reported that if south winds continued 
the tug would be blown further up the 
Bay of Islands and through the straits 
of Belle Isle and would certainly be 
crushed in such an event. The navy 
department instructed Wilkinson to 
make the safety of- his men his first 
consideration. 
As the tug has been 


only five or six miles from shore since 
she was caught in the ice nearly two 
weeks ago, the men have reached the 
land by walking over the ice, reported 
to be twenty feet thick. In the same 
way necessary supplies have been 
transferred to the tug from the shore. 
If the wind changes to the east before 
the tug is completely crushed, it is be- 
lieved she might be saved.
